Tom Sharkey was the trst to enter 
the ring. He bowed acknowledgement 
to the oration tendered hlin by the 
vast throng. Honest John Kelly, the 
club referee, wan a' so warmly greeted 
by tl|!i crowd. Both ver« followed 
later by Corbett, and again the crowd 
went wild. Both men seemed to be in 
the pink of cooditloa. The referee in- 
troduced the principals, who shook 
haQ<U> (^^^1^ cauUoulAg them as 
tft tbt ralea th« men stepfed aside 
and the fight was on. 

First round — The men fiddled for 
several seconds, and Jim made a kft 
lead for the head.

Second— Corbett with the left lightly 
landed.

He was Inclined to be a trifle wild and 
was fvequently cautioned by O'llourke 
his chief wKond.

Fourth— The sailor was right after 
bit mas and essayed left« aad sif^ 



for the heai, landing each time. Cor- 
bett clinched and acted entirely on the 
defensive. Corbett led left for the 
h^ad. landing on the nrcU. and Shar- 
key sent back a hard right on the 
body. Corbett began to do some punch- 
iag aad Jabbed hie nuui at will, bat at 
10BS range, but Tom always had a 
counter ready. Corbett repeatedly led 
his left and damaged Sharkey'8 face 
considerably. The sailor chased bis 
opponent into the latter's corner and 
r:cc«ve4 a series of Jabs fo^ his action. 

iKiKr>-Corbett started right oS with 
a It... Jab en the face and waa appar- 
e .u - atten^pting to fool with his man. 
Sharkey, however, was not In a play- 
ful mood. aTid brought his right hand 
over with force enough to make Jim 
wince. Jim hooked tu« lait ratner low 
•n Tom's body and lifted Sharkey off 
his feet with his shoulder. Corbett 
appeared to be a trifle weary and his 
blows lacked steam, whereas there 
was a world of force behind Sharkey's 
punches. 

Sixth— Corbett led for the head with 
hie left, landlag, but Sharkey was 

right after him like a whirlwind. Tom 
started In to mix it up, and whipped 
in some corkers in the body, ("orbott 
retaliated with like light Jabs on the 
face aad Ihlrly foreaful blowa on tke 
body. Midway through tha r«oiid 
there was a rattling walte, both ex- 
changing lefts and rights on the head 
and body, with tho sailor having a 
shade the better of it. There were 
cries of "foul," "foul." when Corbett 
hK hla BiaB on a hvaafeaway which the 
referee had not called. The men were 
clinched at the bell after participating 
in a very ftst mlx-up. 

Seventh— Sharkey ran acrose the 
ring aad planted left and right oa the 
head, Corbett eliachiaf. Corbett acted 
ob the defensive and seemed unable to 
withstand Sharkey's rushrs. The lat- 
ter whipped In a beautiful left hook 
on the wind and followed It up with 
a right on the Jaw. The sailor kept 
doing all the work and was ready to 
mix it V9 oa the ailghteet provoes- 
tioo. He alternately threw over left 
and right on head and body, occasion- 
ally changing to left hooks on the 
wind, which were slowly but WVely 
atteading to Corbett's case. 

Eighth— Sharkey was first to load, 
landing a left chop on the neck. They 
clinched frequently and the referee was 
kept buay separating them. Tom tried 
a left chop blow which tell short and 
Jim jabbed his left hard on the noee, 
Sharkey sent a right straight to face 
which made Jim's head roek, but Jim 
was ready with a Icit hook whlcb 
grazed Sharkey's ear. Both men fought 
fast, clinching repeatedly. Jim hooked 
his right hard on Tom's jaw, half daz- 
ing him. He quickly recuperated and 
went back at his man, hammer and 
tongs. 

Ninth— Oorbett landed ^Ith hU left. 
Tom went right back at the same 

moment. Clinches were frequent and 
the men refused to break together. 
Corbett struck Tom rather low on the 
body and the sailor appealed to the 
rateree. Corbett sbeived Tom from bim 
and said: "Oh. you §» away." Tha 
men were in the center of the ring mix* 
Ing it up In tho liTellost manner, 
O'Uourke calling to Tom not to mind 
Corbett's low hitting. Just at this mo- 
ment for seme unaccountable reason. 
MoVey, one at OorbetTa id H Bia. Jump- 
ed through the ropes, proteating that 
Sharkey bad done something wrong to 
Corbett. The moment McVey (.-liiiibed 
through the ropes. Police Inspector Mc- 
Laughlin grabbed hold of him, while 
the crowd frantically yelled "Foul, 
toot, Oorhelt losea. Laek at hla am 
ond In the ring." Referee Kailey aaam 
eil to pay no attention to the matter, 
but kept lookUiK at tha flghtors, who 
amtlDued ihelr aggressire work. Mc- 
Vey tried to pull away from the In- 
spector, while the spectators kept yeil- 
iDg at the referee, who finally separ- 
ated the fighters and ordered them to 
their corners. Corbett seemed not to 
understand why the referee should in- 
terfere and protested, but Kelley was 
obdurate and stopped tb« bout. Mean- 
while the spectators stood up aad yell- 
ed that b^s Bhould be decitted off, as 
they beHavad MeVey eemmltted the 
breaeh ol ring nrtee prenetfitstedly. 
It looked for a while as If a riot would 
ensue, but as soon as the referee de- 
clared Sharkey the winner on the 
techAioaiiMr be alpo ahhPuaced all beU 
were 08. aa MeVey'i action wat OA- 
douhtedly pre-arranged.

New York, Nov. 23. — Colonel Roose- 
velt took the stand and testified liefore 
the war inveatlgatfng commlaaioa, and 
in reply to a request from General Wil- 
son told of the equipment and mus- 
tering in of the First volunteer cavalry, 
known as the Rough Riders. 

"When wb reached Tampa, ' Colonel 
Rooeevelt said, "there was a condition 
of utter contusion. We were dumped 
outside, a mile away from our camp- 
No one knew where the camp was. 
There was no one to tell us where to 
go or wha^ to do. After waiting 24 
hours I took the law into my own 
haude and bought food for the men 
and horasfc i«tec when we found our 
camp, we. were all right" 

Colonel Roosevelt said a great con- 
dition of confusion existed at Tampa. 
Nobody seemed to know anything and 
no arrangements were evident aa to 
what transports were to be used. His 
own regiment waa aaelgned to the Yu- 
catan. Incidentally he heard that the 
Second Infantry and Seventy-first New 
York volunteers were also assigned to 
the Yucatan. As soon as he heard 
that he hurried on the Rough Kidcre 
and took posscF^sion of the ship and 
held it against other regiments. His 
men had decided ta get to Cuba and 
they got there. 

Colonel Roosevelt said the food waa 
ample and with the exception of the 
cunned roast beef, good. The beef was 
very bad. Colonel Koosevelt told of 
the voyage to Cuba and to the disem- 
barkation of tha regiment at falauiri. 
The regiment waa one of the iiat to 
land. Captain Shaw, who wac asso- 
ciated with Colonel Roosevelt In the 
navy department, sent a Cuban pilot 
on board the Yucatan and be took th« 
tranaport a mile and a halt nearer 
shoia thim any of tha other traaappru. 
There waa a great scarcity of material 
for landing men, horeee and auppllea. 

"The next morning's march was a 
hard one, especially for the men. 
There were no opportunities for flank 
ers. It was so hot that about 100 men 
dropped out for a reat, and when the 
first Spanish outpost was diaeovered 
General Wood ordered silence and I 
was sent to the rigjit (o deploy with 
the right wing. 

"When the Spaniards began firing I 
did not know what was up. It was 
my first experience. They were using 
smokeleee Mwder aivd I could not aoe 
where they wefa. Wien I loaated the 
Spaniards with my glassea I did not 
know what to do^ but I knew it was a 
good rule If In dafBjbl fa «o aMiA aad 
BO went ahead." 

Asked about the rations he said: 
"We had the regulation rations of salt 
pork, hard tack, coffee and sugar, but 
the men wanted veaetables aad I want- 
ed to get soBMi tor them. I took 40 
men with the officers' horses to SIboney 
and tried to buy them. The depart- 
ment refused to sell me beans and to- 
matflea wnleia I c<M4d certUy that they 
were for Qfloera' consumption. I 
stretched my conadenee aa far as i 
could, and then boarded a transport 
and purchased about 500 pounds of 
beans. The cbaage did the men good. 
It was too hot to* <dt niMiIng but the 
regular rations." 

Colonel Roosevelt went on to tell of 
the advance on Santiago and of the 
night of July 1, when the reginoeat 
slept In the trenches. He spoke of 
the advantages of the amokelees pow- 
der and said that the United States 
artillery waa frequently driven from 
its positions beeauae of the targets 
made by tha clouda of amoke that re- 
Bulted from each discharge of the 
bla«||.pnpdflr;

Emporia, Kan., Nov. 23.— Since the 
sensational failure of the First Na- 
tioaal bank, which was followed by 
the suldde of Charlee 8. Croee, preel- 

dent of the bank and owner of the 
celebrate<l Sunnyside stock faim, there 
have been rumors of a written contaf* 
sioo left behind by the suicide. 

This letter has been made public by 
William Martindale, vice president of 
the bank, and has caused a sensation, 
for It is an aiknowledgment by the 
suicide that he had systematically de- 
ceived and defrauded not only tha 
patrons of his baak. but hic hasiaesa 
assoclatee. The letter follows. It is 
dated Emporia. May IJ: 

"I desire to state that the misfor- 
tunes of myself and the bank bave 
beMi caused through my faults and 
errors. I l'*hertted a large debt, which 
I endeavored to meet by going Into 
other schemee, which have all been 
practical failures and only got me 
deeper into the mire. As to the bank 
matters, I desire to say that I have 
carefully laid plans to deceive both tha 
board of directors, the cashier and em- 
ployes. Mr. Martindale will now learn 
for the first time how I have carefully 
deceived lilm, principally by way of 
substituted paper, of which be has no 
knowledge. 

"The reports and letters written the 
comptroller have been by me misrep- 
resented to the board, they having 
signed on the last page and I havlag 
sent other letters than the ones read 
to them.,cl^4iging every ^9 but the 
laat ahaat I have had a hard luck 
story moet of my lifetime, the only 
pleasant feature being that of mj pres- 
ent wife, who is a good and true wom- 
an. Mr. Davis, our cashier, has never 
made an Improper entry on the books 
and knows nothing ot this whole mia- 
erable buaineas. Death I do not tear; 
it Is preferable to the agony of tha 
past year. I know of nothing further 
to add except as to Mr. Martindale, 
This is a terrible thing for him. i|e 
has trusted me without reserva. I 
have given bim a hill ot aala at all ar 
personal property.** 

Porto niMo Kmbeaslets.

Bat no good practitioner should rely 
npon this alone. Appropriate local and 
constitutional treatment should be adopt- 
ed in every case ; and the usual hygienic 
and sanitary precaattons shoald be strict- 
ly enforced. 

Medical statistics show that schools are 
the chief nurseries of the disease, and the 
"open funeral" practically gives the con- 
tagion wings. Every case of diphtheria 
should be promptly isolated ; all visitors 
should be excluded: rieid antisepsis 
should be practiced ; all funerals should 
be private, and every child witii a sore 
throat shoald be kept from school. 

Recent experiments at Bordeaux prove 
beyond all question that even fowls are 
affected with diphtheria, and the prac- 
tice of isolation is as strictly enjoined 
here as in any other manifastatfon of the 
disease.
